William Benjamin Smith 


A form er Missouri college pro­ 
fessor, one of the outstanding of 
the modern scholars, 
has 
been 
compared by w riters with 
such 
men as oethe and Leibnitz, and it 
has even been said that he had the 
greatest 
mind 
since 
Immanuel 
Kant. 
He was William Benjamin 
Smith, who taught 
at 
Central 
College, Fayette, Missouri, and lat­ 
er at the University of Missouri. 
He gained international recogni­ 
tion through the scope and ver­ 
satility of his mind and won dis­ 
tinction 
in 
mathem atics 
and 
physics, in philosophy, in classical 
literature, and in Biblical research 
and criticism. 
Smith was 
born 
at 
Stanford, 
K entucky on October 26, 1850, the 
son of a prom inent Kentucky law­ 
yer who for some reason unknown 
to his son left his law practice and 
settled on a farm near St. Joseph. 
Missouri. 
The boy 
received 
a 
rudim entary education at Sleepy 
Hollow academy near St. Joseph 
and also studied in that city with 
Colonel J. W. Strong. 
In 1870 he 
received his A. B. degree and one 
year later his M. A. degree from 
the University of Kentucky. 
Smith received an appointm ent 
as acting professor of m athematics 
at that school and rem ained 
for 
four years, going from there to St. 
John’s College at Prairie du Chien, 
Wisconsin. 
He studied for 
three 
years in the University of Goettin­ 
gen in Germany where he distin­ 
guished himself by winning 
two 
prizes for scholarship in the m ethe- 
m atical physical seminar, the first 
prizes ever won at that University 
by an American. A. Ph. D. degree 
was conferred upon him by that 
institution in 1379. 
Smith returned to 
the 
United 
States and accepted 
a 
teaching 
position in Bethel m ilitary acad­ 
emy. a private school in Virginia. 
In 1881 he began his scholarly ca­ 
reer in Missouri as professor 
of 
mathem atics at 
Central 
College, 
Fayette. 
His enviable record for scholar­ 
ship and teaching ability attracted 
the attention of Dr. Laws, presi­ 
dent of the University of Missouri, 
who drafted him into the service 
of the University. 
He was one of 
ablest men identified with that in­ 
stitution up to 1885. 
Smith stood out in the late 1880s 
as a leader of those who urged re­ 
form in the 
curriculum 
of

University. 
In September, 1887, 
he presented a plan for abolishing 
high school classes in the Univers­ 
ity, with an additional provision 
for the inspection of high schools 
by a member of

faculty.

Smith w ent as a delegate of the 
United States governm ent to the 
first Pan-A m erican scientific con­ 
gress in Santiago, Chile, in 1908, 
1 and was a m em ber of many learn­ 
ed scientific and philosophic soc­ 
ieties in America and Europe. 
He was also the author of some 
fifteen or twenty books and pam­ 
phlets and more than 100 articles, 
his works including textbooks in 
m athem atics, 
scientific 
studies, 
campaign m aterials for the Demo­ 
cratic party, poetry, religious criti­ 
cism, and articles only philosophy 
and psychology. 
A large number 
of m anuscripts were left unfinish­ 
ed after his death, 
including

translation of the Iliad.

GAS TAX COLLECTIONS 


Jefferson City, July 31.—Listed 
as tenth among the 48 states and 
the District of Columbia in the 
number of motor veicles register­ 
ed, Missouri is at the bottom of 
the column in the national aver­ 
age of motor fuel tax receipts per 
vehicle, according to a sum m ary 
by the U. S. Pubiic Roads Adm in­ 
istration, received by the Missouri 
State Highway Department, C. W. 
Brown, Chief Engineer, revealed 
today. 
This seemingly low standing in 
gasoline impost collections is p ar­ 
tially accounted for by the fact 
that Missouri has the lowest gas 
tax of any state in the union. 
Seemingly, there is no connec­ 
tion between the rate of gasoline 
tax and the consumption of gas­ 
oline by the motor vehicle user, 
the figures indicate. 
Listed as 49th, due to the in­ 
clusion of the District of Colum­ 
bia, Missouri's average state mo­ 
tor fuel tax receipts per vehicle 
is $13.96; the average for both 
motor vehicle license 
collections 
and motor fuel receipts per ve­ 
hicle is computed to be $25.61. 
In the amount of revenue from 
state motor fuel taxes collected 
the state ranks 25th with a total 
of $12,243,000.
